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3* Source learned that the KVPD 9150 , which was directly subordinate to the Ministry 
of the Interior, consisted of two motor transport battalions, one equipped with 
sedans and the other with trucks. In late January, the truck battalion moved to 
Berlisi-Lichtenberg, while the other battalion remained stationed on Rudower 
Chauesee in Berlin-Adlershof „ opposite the HVKVF section of the East German 
Ministry of the Interior. The latter battalion consisted of three companies 
with three platoons to each company, a stockroom each for weapons and items 
of clothing, and a workshop. It had a personnel strength of 19 officers and 
about 240 EM. The soldiers wore red-bordered black collar patches and black 
epaulets. r 

2. The battalion equipped with sedans served the sections of the Ministry of the 
Interior located on Schneller Strasse, Glinka S trass e, and in Adler shof. The 
unit was equipped with about 220 ZIM* Tatra, BMW, and EMW sedans, 70, 95 and 55 
sedans being assigned to the 1st, 2d, and 3d companies respectively. Usually, 
about 110 vehicles of the total equipment were serviceable. 


3. Major Kuehnel (fnu) was commanding officer of the sedan battalion, while Junior 
Lieutenant Lucke (fnu), Lieutenant Raabe (fnu), and Junior Lieutenant Kuester 
(fnu) were the leaders of the 1st, second and 3d companies respectively. 

4- Source observed that about 75 new sedans were permanently parked in the premises 
of the former Muellers Grossgaragen on Breite Strasse, Pankow. The sedans were
